THE WRECK OF 
STEAMER NAMOA. . 
COURT OF INQUIRY, 

A Court of Inquiry was held today at 
the Harbour Master'a ()itice regarding the 
Joss of tho British stesmer Nama. ‘The 
Cobrt was constituted as followa :—Com- 
mander R. Murray Runwey, R.N. (Preai- 


dent) ; Staf-Commander ©. R. HH. Robin- 
son, RIN, H-M.S. Zumar; Captsin H. 
Pybue, Empress of India Captain W. H. 
Watton, Phranang ; and Captain B. J. 
Butler, Ohunsang. . ae 

Mr H. W. Looker represented the Doug-- 
las Steamalip Company. 

T.’'F..all—I hold 4 master’s certificato 
24,359. . I joined the Namoa as master in 
October three years age, and havo boon in 
her ever since then.. On a recent voyage 
from Amoy to Foochow, I left Amoy 
on October 2, with a -general cargo, 
The draught of water was 14 to 14,3 
feot stern draught, and forward 10 feet, 
Tho ‘official log, mate's log and dock log wero 
lost. Tho crew consists of Chinese, Malaya 
and Europeans—six oflicurs, including en- 
gineors, 4.quartormastors, $ Malay seamen 
and 9 Chinose sailors, Chinese carpenter, 
13 firemen, including greasers and stukers. 
Wa left Amoy on Saturday evening at 4.45. 
Directly after leaving, 1 encountered N.E, 
gale with considerable sen, and T'decided 
to keep close to land, I entered Huitun 
Straits at daylight. On October 3rd, about. 
5.30 am. I passed the South Pit, Slut 
Island, about 9.30 a.m, aqd the lead was 
constantly kopt going through the atrait. 
T took tho Fairway Teland Passage. I have 
many times gone through this passago both 
as master and chicf officer. After clear- 
ing the reef of the small islund outside 
Slut Islund, 1 fixed tho position of 
the ship sbout 9.35 by bearing from: 
Cow'y Horn W.N.W., and Mitro Rock, 
Then I went gradually round to the 
westward of Fairway Island. ' I passed 
about half-a-mile to the westward of 
Fuirway Island. When Brown's Rock 
was a httlo before the beam, the ship struck 
an uncharted rock, I at once put the 
wheol hard a.atarboard, ordered the boats 
to bo gotready, the quartermaster giving 
aix fathoms allthe time. I ordered tho well 
to ba sounded ; this was done from half a 
ininute toa minute after the ship struck, 
The carpenter sounded before the ballast 
tank and roported fourfeot of water. The 
ballast at this puint is of stone. Tho chief 
officer was along with the carpcutor. The 
water rapidly gained. The ship was kept 
steering for Sandy’ Patch, with the in- 
tention of beaching her; Y woukl have 
gone inside of Slut Island had ‘the 
ship not mace water’ so fast. Sandy 
Patch is in a small bay due south of 
Caw’s Horn. ‘The ship was rapidly set. 
ting down, and as Lcould no longer steer, 
T let her take the grqund.; She was head- 
ing between S.W. and W.S.W. until she 
took the ground at about 800 yarda 
of the bay, I did not take any 
bearing after she touk the ground, She 
grounded on sand. There were twenty 
native passengers and one Europes and 
one native saloon passongor. I got out the 
Bix boats; some wore parily filled with 
passengers and crow, Five boats left the 
ship in. charge of officers and engineers, 
leaving the starboard lifeboat. The chief 
engineer, chief mate and myself left. with 
the balance of the crew about Hfteen 
minutes” after the ship’ had been 
beached, Sho was then gradually filling 
up, the water being over the ‘tween deck 
hatches, the waves breaking over the bows 
and entering the widp scuttles, “Lt was 
blowing frésh from the N.E. All the boata

RAILWAY ACCIDENT IN JAPAN. 
A, TRAIN'S TERRINLE LEAP. 
{ Yokohaina, October 6, 


The railway accident near Oyama Station 
on the Lokaide line, to which we have al- 


ready referred, appears from details that |, 


have been placed at our disposal to have 
been quite a dreadful affair. A correapon- 
dent describing it says: Itseemethat'a 
construction train was out ‘all night 
from Numadzu carrying earth and atone 
to fill up the wash-out that had -beon 
made in the lino by the recont,-heavy 
rains. This wash-out was ato point some 
700 or 800 feottin the Yokohaina side of 
che tunnol next Oyama station, that is to 
vsay, the last tunnel of the series'uf seven 
between Yamakita and Oyama stations. 
About 4 a.m, of Sunday moming tho train 


these were to bo refilled. A temporary’ buf. 
fer stop had bean erected, just o short 
distance from thé washed-out part of the 
line to prevent a train going over into the 
abyss.’ ‘The train stood about) to 80 yards 
from this, The gradient here is 1 in 
40. All was ready,—but by, some 
terrible blunder the reversing lever was 
putover the wrong way, Onreceiving the 
signal to start back up the incline, the 
driver put on steam and the engine with 


Onco in motion nothing could stop it on 
that incline.. Itsmashed down the buffer 
stops and leaped into the chaam, falling
